congress. 
“The com plaint that the constitution 
a1 convention had gerrym andered the 
state in the dem ocratic interest seems 
to have had little foundation, 
lf the 
votes had been distributed with abso­ 
lute uniform ity there would have been 
a dem ocratic m ajority of about five 
thoudsands in every congressional dis­ 
trict 
The fact th at the republicans 
w ere able to elect at least one con­ 
gressm en indicates that they had lit-

votes. W ith re tu rn s in from all the 
counties but eight, the republican can-^ 
didate for governor, Frantz, with all 
his popularity and the strength of the 
federal and territoral adm inistrations 
to back him, was found to h a \e carried 
only eleven, while Haskell, the dem o­ 
cratic candidate, carried fifty-six 
“Although Oklahoma, like 
Arizona,

Haskell has announced that no appoint 
m ents for the contem plated new state 
governm ent will be made until atte! 
his inauguration, which, under p res­ 
ent l>elief. should be not later than 
the middle of 
November. 
The

place given the governor for appoint­ 
m ent by the constitution is the state 
bank exam iner. 
The organization of 
his office, however, necessitates a pri­ 
vate secretary, and it is expected this 
will be the first place filled. In addi­ 
tion, it is understood, the governor will 
possess authority to nam e heads of de­ 
partm ents carried to the new state o r­ 
ganization by the present T erritorial 
laws, without waiting for legislative 
action.
